Then 
you look at pictures of gardens 
in magazines and books, you 
stroll about the neighborhood 
looking at other people's places 
with new interest, Next you 
take up your ground plan again 
and mark on it with a red pen- 
cil the changes you are going to 
make — curving a border here, 
younding a corner- there, or 
changing the shrubbery so as 
to get a pleasing view from the 
house, You may then decide that 
half of the changes will be 
enough for this spring, so that 
you won't be running the risk 
of a crick in the back. ‘ 

In making this layout, avoid 


Some varieties are earlier than! 
others and you plan according- 
ly. You make weekly sowings 
of a little at a time, instead 
of a whole row, so that you will 
have enough always but never 
a glut which can’t be used and 
will leaye blank rows.
